ing roarlcs. But where is the white 
horse? 
He is" not at the race track, 


where running races are on the card, 
and they are very scarce on trotting 
and pacing tracks. I have never men- 
tioned the curious fact to men who are 
experts when it comes to bloodeu 
horses but I intend to do so, and the 
very first well posted race horse man 
I meet, 1 will ask him why it is that 
there are no white raco horses and the 
reason therefore.
